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MUNICIPAL UTILITIES 

AND THE CITY-OWNED STREET RAILWAY 
One of the first things noticeable in which a municipal- 
owned street railway service differs from a privately-owned 
one is the manner in which criticism or suggestions are re- 
ceived. To criticise a municipal-owned service apparently 
means to-incur the enmity of all connected with its operation, 
while it is almost a custom, and certainly it frequently hap- 
pens, that a private corporation will pay for good suggestions 
that will increase profits and give greater satisfaction, espe- 
cially if it does not cost any more money to accept and act on 
the advice. 

Calgary and Edmonton differ today in one very glaring 
manner: Calgary has a paper surplus and the people are 
calling aloud for a better service that will eat up the surplus; 
Edmonton has a deficit and some people are calling for altera- 
tions in the service that will decrease its efficiency, its busi- 
ness and eventually its receipts. = 

One or two petty suggestions might be in order to our 
local management. Frequently of late patrons of the local 
theatres, particularly the Empire, which pours its entire audi- 
ence on the street at one time, have complaind that cars bound 
west have deliberately run past Fourth street and then, after 
a momentary stop, rush off west empty, while two or three 
car loads of people are on their way from the theatre door and 
one minute would suffice to take a load and leave the follow- 
ing car a comfortable but not crowded contingent. It is a 
matter of doubt if it would not pay the department to put in 
a switch which would hold a couple of cars ready to take the 
patrons of the theatre as they come out, and certainly it could 
cost nothing .for one of the inspectors to make it his 
business to be around and about the corner of Fourth and 
Jasper once or twice a week when the Empire lets out and see 
to it that conductors or motormen do not deliberately over- 
look or pass up opportunities to get more passengers, 

. This matter is, however, comparatively trivial. 

All that our street railway service needs to stop the defi- 
cit is MORE PASSENGERS. 

This can be remedied easily in one manner-at least. 

It used to be a joke before the hand-lantern stage of the 
routing of the-cars, but since the colored hand lamp, frequently 
with no oil in it, has given place to the dark front epoch it 
looks like a comic tragedy. 

Why it should take a whole official staff over two years 
to decide on a modern and up-to-date system of advertising 
the routing direction and limits of each car’s run, in such a 
manner that at least all the regulars of the town, all police- 
men and some of the conductors would know-where and 
when any car is going, passes the understanding of an ordin- 
ary layman, ~ 

The colored light designation for each route is all very 
well where there are only three or four routes, but if we are 
to have a much greater number of car routes eventually than 
there are easily distinguishable, distinct, colors, then the color 
scheme, one for each route, Will be more confusing even than 
the lamps that’are not lighted. ates (psi 

The following suggestions have been submitted to The 
Capital by one who has given the matter much individual 
thought, by a patron of the service whose expenditures when 
in town run well over 50 cents a day and who has traveled 
sufficient to be able to distinguish and compare the systems in 
vogue in many cities: 

This suggestion is three solored lights only—one for 
each distinct system of lines that Edmonton will always have. 
Thatcis: 

First: Stub lines in Edmonton proper. => 

Second: Belt lines in Edmonton proper. 

Third: Cars that cross the river to what is now Strath- 


cona. 
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There is one other class that will eventually be called 
into service—cars which operate only on the south side of 
the river. ; 

This would make the use of four different colored lights 


only necessary. 
” First: Edmonton stub lines should USE a WHITE 
LIGHT. 

Second: All belt lines, no matter where or what, should 
use a BLUE LIGHT. 

Third: All cars crossing the river should use the RED 
LIGHT. 

Fourth: All cars operating only south of the river a 
GREEN LIGHT. 

In order to further designate the route, these lights 
should be placed in a transparency about a foot square, large 
enough to permit of each one displaying also a number, 

Thus the high level bridge cars might contain the red 
light with the figure “1” plainly distinguishable. 

The cars crossing the present bridge would carry a red 
light with number ‘‘2” plainly visible. 

The cars crossing the new east end bridge would carry a 
red light with number “3” plainly visible. 

~ In addition, of course, there could be the further descrip- 
tive sign, as at present, telling exactly how far the car went. 

The Belt Line system would be just as easily handled; 
they would be numbered from one up, as they are established. 

~ Once this system was inaugurated there would be no 
necessity for any further action a{ any time, except a definite 
advertisement of the timetable for the various routes. 

It should, of course, be understood that the door or glass 
on the colored transparency should be moveable, so that it 
could with two minutes’ work be shifted from car to car, 

The addition of some such general and systematic 
scheme of designating the routes might have a very healthy 
effect on the street railway receipts, and certainly the time 
has arrived when it is necessary that the comfort and conven- 
ience of the passengers should be looked after with the end in 
view of wetting more passengers. In the laying out of the| 
street railway routes it cannot be denied that auite as much 
attention was paid to the possible effect which the location of 
the lines would have on certain_property as to the possible 
traffic to be developed by any certain routing. More espe- 
cially was this the case in Strathcona. Any attempt to use 
the street railway for the purpose of boosting subdivision 
values will defeat ils own purpose by ruining the street railway
